The Need and Value of Economy. 


In an editorial article a weSteni. newspaper recently com- 


mented at some length on the-declme among Hie American 
neople of the snving'habil, which was very common and very 
strone in the earlier days. Young men and young women 
today do not save as they did in Hie old days. They earn much 
larger pay but the demands of the times arc such that most 
of them feel it to be necessary to spend about nll-lhey earn as 
they go along, with Hie result that they come to middle life and 
old'age without that provision for their declining years which 
should be made by all. 


This western paper speaks of the time when the young; man 


who was known to be saving stood high in the community in 
which he lived, and Hie same was true of the young woman 
who learned thoroughly all the details of housekeeping and 
was skilled in the practice of true economy. Such young men 
and vounsr women were regarded as the best "catches" in the 
nnlrlmoiiial market and in Hit.great majority of cases devel- 
oped into substantial, respected and prosperous citizens. 


Times have changed since those days and it is not now pos- 


sible to do in all things as people did then, but it is still possi- 
ble to be frugal and economical without being miserly, a truth 
that should be better understood than it is by the great major- 
ity of young people. 


The war is teaching lessons in economy such as have not 


been taught in recent years, and wise are those who will profit 
by these lessons. 
It is true that wages and salaries are high 


and that money is more plentiful than ever before, but those 
who imagine that for this reason it is not necessary lo save are 
making a serious mistake and arc liable lo sec Hie day when 
(hey 
will sorely regret il. 
• 
• 


The lime for people .to acquire the saving habil is when 


(hey are young and able lo earn more than enough (o supply 
their immediate needs. They should not forget ihai if they 
live the lime will come when their earning capacity will wane, 
and they should prepare for that time by laying aside a part 
of their present incomes which may well be spared. A New 
York banker says thai present conditions make it necessary 
for all to save—the rich as well as the poor—for the country 
is taking on a debt which it will take generations to wipe out, 
and only by (he practice oLreasonablc frugality on the part of 
all can the obligation be sttetessftilly met. 


For young people, espiicjajhft'there is no belter way just 


now to save than through Hie'purchase of Liberty bonds. 
Money invested in these will be absolutely safe, will pay good 
interest and will come in mighty handy in future years when 
the bonds mature. 


But, whether money be invested in bonds or placed in the 


savings bank, the saving Jialut^Quld be more common lhan 
it is.. It need not and should noflea'd to miserliness, but if 
properly cultivated it will lay the foundation for a comfort- 
able and independent future, which is something that loo 
many well-intentioned but thoughtless people fail to do.
